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PROKLEMb  CONf  KO.NTING  INDIA 

Raymond  Oram  Swing,  American  news-analyst 
and  radio  commentator,  darkens  counsel  with 
words  without  knowledge  when  he  uys  that 
Britain  should  make  concessions  to  the  Congress 
leaders  In  India.  The  only  concession  that  would 
satisfy  those  "leaders”  would  be  the  Immediate 
4rm»drawal  of  British  power  from  India.  For 
some  weeks  past  there  has  been  much  dlsAisslon 
of  Indian  affairs  m The  SpecUlor  (London ».  A 
few  of  those  taking  part  in  the  argument  seem 
to  think  that  a way  may  be  found  to  compose 
the  differences  between  the  several  parties  In 
that  country,  but  the  general  trend  of  opinion 
is  clear,  namely,  that  the  wrong*headedness  of 
the  Congress  politicians,  and  particularly  the 
Intransigent  altitude  of  Mr  Oandhl,  are  ob- 
sucles  that  will  prove  very  hard  to  overcome. 

Mr  Oandhl  has  earned  tor  himself  a reputa* 
iion  for  singularity  In  dress  and  conduct,  in  hU 
opinions  upon  politics  and  economics,  and  in  the 
devices  he  employs  to  make  hn  Influence  felt 
in  public  affairs.  He  atlrarls  attention  to  him- 
self by  hlj  extreme  opinions  He  believes,  and 
induces  many  other  people  to  believe,  that  he 
resides  permanently  on  a plane  of  moral  and 
intellectual  superiority  above  ordinary  men. 

One  of  his  greatest  achievements  as  an  ex- 
hibitionist WM  to  wear  a hjtn-rloth  at  a pubhe 
reception  in  England  He  has  embraced  the  odd 
economic  doctrine  that  by  returning  to  handi- 
crafts In  a world  of  mechanized  trade  India  could 
retain  and  even  surpass  the  place  she  ha.< 
achieved  under  British  rule  in  modem  methods 
of  production  P»>litically  he  halls  between  two  | 
opiniona.  Of  all  types  of  government  he  dislikes  i 
democracy  len.’it,  but“til.v  per.Minal  preference  is  j 
for  no  government  whatever.  If  he  could  have 
his  own  way  there  would  bi-  what  he  calls  "Real 
Home  Rule,  that  is  Self  Rule  In  August  he 
declared  in  a public  address  to  the  All-India 
Congresa  Committee  that  "my  demijcracy  means 
that  everyoni*  is  hla  own.  mwlrr  ’ Hu  notion  of 
rkrrylng  on  government  Is  that  every  roan  sliould 
govern  himself 

One  of  The  Spectator  s contributors.  Dr  Edwyn 
Be\an.  Is  outapokeii  m his  condemnation  of  the  i 
conduct  of  Uif  Indian  National  Congre.*«  He  | 
says  that  its  action  i.s  irrational  beyond  the  ] 
ordinary  limlis  of  human  unwisdom  On  former  j 
occasions,  he  coniinues.  the  Congress  politicians 
have  shown  an  unfortunate  lack  of  political 
sagacity,  but  their  pre.senl  action  g«'*eA  beyond 
anything  one  would  have  thought  possible  in 
absurdity.  As  Great  Britain  has  agreed  tn  what  | 
tlie  Congress  ha.s  demanded,  namely,  that  there 
shall  be  no  shred  of  BriUih  control  left  to  Inter- 
fere with  Indian  liide|>fndence  after  the  war. 
what  Is  there  left  to  fight  about'*  All  that  is 
left  is  the  amount  of  power  the  Congress  is  lo 
wield  In  the  interval  No  one  knows  how  long 
that  period  la  to  be.  but  It  cannot  be  very  long 
Dr  Sevan  shrewdly  suspects  that  the  Congress 
politicians  are  unhappy  because  they  know  very 
wf|l  that  once  the  withdrawal  of  the  British  is 
complete.

Congress  Party  lo  make  the  best  use  of  the  lime 
at  Its  disposal  before  the  end  of  the  war,  by 
laying  good  foundations  .so  as  lo  be  ready  to 
carry  on  the  government  of  the  country  when 
peace  comes  It  prefers,  however,  to  waste  this 
time  in  fruiUees  agitation  it  will  not  be  ready 
for  Its  task  when  peace  comes  and  if  India  is 
plunged  Into  confu«ion  and  all  the  horrora  of 
civil  strife  when  British  rule  has  ceased,  It  may 
become  neieasary  for  some  Pc»wer  or  group  of 
Powers  to  enter  India  on  mandate  and  restore 
order  after  much  bitxxlAhed  and  misery  for  all 
parties  and  particulHrly  at  great  rnsl  to  those 
who  have  lo  undertake  Ihe^-task 

It  din's  not  seem  to  have  entered  into  the 
ealculatlona  of  Mr  Gandhi  or  his  followers  that  | 
when  the  British  have  withdrawn  from  India 
the  problem.H  then  confronting  India  will  be 
formidable  enough  to  try  the  wisdom  and 
fortitude  of  their  greatest  aiatesmen  What  magic 
formula  can  Mr  Oandhl  and  hla  friends  produce 
that  will  unite  the  ronfUctlng  Interests  and 
factions  of  those  dlver.se  populations?  They  could 
not  agree  among  themselves  when  Sir  Stafford  ' 
Crlpps  Invited  them  to  do  so  Are  they  likely  to 
agree  after  the  war**  The  task  which  Washlngt4>n 
undertook  when  American  independence  was 
achieved  was  difficult,  no  doubt,  but  it  was 
nothing  like  so  formidable  as  that  which  awaits 
Indian  statesmen  when  the  British  have  left 
India  The  tribes  and  nations  of  a free  India 
will  find  that  they  ean't  do  business  with  Mr
